Britian then adhere to a protective pol­ 
icy. Bat shoat fortj-two years ago 
Great Britt in adopted free trade, and 
the rain of the British farmer re now 
well nigh cc replete. 
Leat it should 
be thcugl t that we ovei state the ease, 
we < fifer in prcof the petition of British 
farm laborers and the deliberately writ­ 
ten opinion cf Mr. C,4E. Howard Vin­ 
cent, a member cf the British Parlia­ 
ment. Here is the petition: 
February, 1890.—Notice to the farmers 
of N orfolk in the employ of Mr.—— : 
We, the farm laborers in your employ, 
beg very respeetinlJy to remind yon that 
we find it impossible to maintain our 
homes for the very low wages we are 
now rccc iving. 9s ($2 25) and 10s. ($2.50) 
per week. While we are slxious to re­ 
main in your em|loy,acd without any 
beatae feeling toward jeu, we give yon 
notice that it is car infection ti ask yon 
kindly to raise our wages at least to 12s 
($3) per week, and nukes this be done 
in a reasonable time we shall be com­ 
pelled to appeal to the oountry to sup­ 
port us in cor reasonable demand. 
Trusting you will meet us rn the same 
friendly way as we appeal, and oblige by 
giving us an answer by the 28m c f Marob, 
1890. We should be willing to meet 
yon with oar friends in friendly council. 
W e have the honer to be yours faith­ 
fully. 
(Here follow the names of the men.) 
Think of American farm hands earn­ 
ing no more than $2.25 to $2.50 for six 
day ’a work, without board! Think of 
reduction to each a state of depression 
as would make $3 per week appear a 
reasonable inoome! 
But it is doubtful if the moderate de­ 
mands of the Norfolk farm laborersoan 
be complied with. The British farmer 
has no money to spare now-a-dayp. Mr 
Vincent says: 
From Charing Gross to Dover the 
beautiful oonntv et Kent shows that it 
bears it* lot in the decline of British ag­ 
riculture. It shows hundreds of sores cf 
grass laud sparsely tenanted by rattle and 
sheep. The comparatively Little arable 
land shows that there is bot scanty rural 
employment, and that tbe young men 
moat compete with their countrymen in 
the towns if they would earn a deoent 
livelihood. 
This is what free .trade has done for 
the British farmer. .The farmers of free- 
trade Spain and free-trcde Portugal are 
in even worse condition. 
But there is one oountry of Europe in 
which the farmer is remarkably prosper­ 
ous. The country is France. 
Fifty 
years ago tbe condition of the Frenoh 
farmer was far from enviable; to day it 
is tbe envy of all European agricultur­ 
ists.

W a s h in g to n , March 11.—On motion 
of Mr. Owen of Indiana the Senate reso­ 
lution was concurred In, providing that 
the Senate committee on Immigration 
and the House committee, on immigra­ 
tion and naturalization shall jointly in­ 
vestigate the workings of tho various 
laws of the United States and the sever­ 
al States relative to immigration.

Northwestern Official* Quickly Compreg 
mise with Their* Switchmen. 
C h ic a g o , March 11.—All the Chicago 
switchmen on tho Northwestern railroad 
—including tho three 
divisions, tho 
Galena, the Wisconsin, and the Milwau­ 
kee—wont out Monday morning on a 
strike. Tho number of strikers is be­ 
tween three and four hundred. 
The causes of the trouble are said to 
bo as follows: 
For some time the men 
in theWest Fortieth street yard have 
beon rebelling against the yardmaster, 
ono N. L. Brooks, claiming that lie was 
biutal and overbearing. Last week they 
I sent a committee to General Superin­ 
tendent Sanborn, demanding the re­ 
moval of Brooks. 
The Northwe tern 
officials failed to take any cognizance of 
the demand. 
Seneral meetings were 
held by the men, and as a result the 
switchmen resolved to quit work at ? 
o’clock Monday morning, This tin y did 
to a man. 
The strikers include every 
passenger and freight switchmen in Hie 
yards between here and West Fortieth 
street. 
Not only are tho suburban 
trains seriously delayed by tho strike, 
but the through passenger and freight 
trains as well. 
In fact, the move is 
being felt all along the line. 
As soon as tho news of tile strike 
reached Division Superintendent Cuyler 
he ordered every available man who 
could turn a switch to be pressed into 
service. 
Mr. Cuyler and his assistants, 
together with a number of brakemen 
and conductors, went to work on tho 
switches in order to dispose, if possible, 
of the mass of freight and passenger 
trains which wero rapidly filling up the 
tracks. 
They made but little progress, 
and at this hour it looks as though there 
would be a very serious blockade. 
The 
Northwestern officials were afraid that 
there would bo violence attempted on 
the part of the strikers, and the police 
wero telephoned to rush over a squad of 
officers as soon as possible. 
In compli­ 
ance with this request forty men were 
sent. 
These officers were scattered all 
along the lines to prevent trouble. 
No 
acts of violence have bei n reported so 
far. 
In the meanwhile tho strikers had 
peaceably congregated in the down tow n 
yards, whero they quietly aud good­ 
naturedly discussed the situation. 
“ I 
tell you what it is, my boy,” said one of 
the m‘»n to your correspondent, “ w e ’ll 
never go back to work on tho North­ 
western lf we don’t win this strike. 
We’ll not attempt any acts of violence, 
but we’ll try to win in a peaceable way. 
The right is on our side.” 
Later—It Is reported that the North­ 
western company has compromised with 
Its men. 
Brooks, the objectionable 
foreman, will be transferred to another 
position, and the men will at once re­ 
sume work.

S t. L o u is , Mo., March ll.—Reports 
from tho Lower Mississippi are to thi 
effect that the flood in that stream has 
become alarmingly high all along the 
coast; that the levees are breaking at 
various places, and that there Is arrent 
apprehension that a large section of the 
country on both sides of the river 
will be inundated. 
The latest report is 
that the levee at Sappington Hoop, six 
miles above Arkansas City, Ark,, broke 
yesterday afternoon.

levee and the break was a complete sur­ 
prise, there being no appearance of 
weakness up to within a few minutes 
before the break.

Is Not Far Now From Realization— 
Tho University’s Now Building. 
C a m b rid g e , Mass., March ll.—The 
university museum scheme conceived by 
Prof. Agassiz in 1859, and looked upon 
at that time by many as a visionary pro­ 
ject, Is now not far from realization. 
About three-quarters of the great quad­ 
rangle planned by Prof. Agassiz are al­ 
ready built. 
Through the efforts of 
Prof. Goodale a large addition was made 
last year for the botanical department, 
and last summer Prof. Cook succeeded 
in raising money for a second addition, 
already roofed in, which is to accomo­ 
date tho large and valuable mineralogi­ 
cal collection of the university now de­ 
posited in Boviston hall. 
The transfer will give the chemistry 
department the Increased space so long 
needed, and will remove the collection 
from all danger of loss by firo, to which 
it is particularly liable now. Both these 
additions will be ready for use next fall. 
Tho floor of the natural history portion 
of the museum, now completed, covers 
four acres. 
The greater portion of this 
large space is occupied by tho zoological 
collection. 
It is one of the most com­ 
plete in the United States and is con­ 
stantly being added to. 
The floor area 
given does not Include tho Peabody mu­ 
seum of archaeology, which will even­ 
tually be connected with tho main mu­ 
seum and with It form three sides of a 
hollow square. The museum has a li­ 
brary of 20,000 volumes.

We have just completed the organization of.a 


P eoria, 111., March ll.—Tho cruel 
murder of Bernard Junghaua, the old 
German whose body wa9 found floating 
In the river close to the swamp Satur­ 
day 
night, is mystifying the police. 
While they are morally certain that the 
crime was committed in a den on Fulton 
street run by a local desperado named 
named Bill Luckey, they have been 
unable to find a bit of tangible evidence 
to corroborate their suspicion. 
Last night a detective made a start­ 
ling 
discovery 
while searching the 
house, which is located on the edge of a 
dreary swamp. 
It is a dismal, unin­ 
viting locality, and can only be approach­ 
ed by 
a narrow 
walk 
that 
has 
been built over the mire and slush which 
extends in every direction. Tho officer 
in looking under a parlor carpet found 
the ring bolt of * trap door. Catching 
it with both hands he raised the door 
and then by the light of a lantern dis­ 
covered a square shaft that led direct to 
the Fulton street sewer. 
A narrow ladder clung to one of tho 
sides and the officer cautiously made his 
way to the foot of it and found a row­ 
boat fastened to the lower rung. The 
sewer it must be remembered is a very 
large one, and as it always contains a 
liberal suyply of water it could readily 
be 
used 
by 
the 
inmates 
of 
the 
house to escape a threatened raid of the 
police; in fact, Luckey himself got away 
in the boat less than three weekt ago. 
This discovery, linked with all the oth­ 
er circumstances that are known in re­ 
lation to the murder, composes a very 
strong chain of facts. 
The house, which is notorious as the 
resort of thieves, chief among whom Is 
Luckey, was the last place In which old 
man Junghaus was seen alive. 
He 
went there last Monday afternoon, after 
a prolonged debauch, in company with 
Luckey and another 
notorious fellow 
named Ike Hummell. Mrs. Luckey, who 
with her husband, is under arrest, says 
he went away shortly after 8 o'clock 
Wednesday evening, saying he intended 
to take the ll o'clock train for Chicago. 
She explains her possession of the old 
man’s watch and gold ring by saying he 
gave them both to her. 
Chief Flynn does not believe this 
story, since a number of German citizens 
with whom the old man was intimate 
told him that the articles were very 
dear to the murdered man, and that he 
would hardly have parted with them for 
any consideration.

Unknown Smashes a Window and 
Gets Away with *0,000 of Diamonds. 
D allas, Texas, March ll.—One of 
the boldest robberies that ever occurred 
in this State took place last night at 9:30 
o'clock, at 60S Main street, in the very 
heart of the city. 
Domnan A Samuels 
are jewelers and keep a magnificent dis­ 
play of costly goods behind the plate 
glass of their large show window. With­ 
in and without are electric lights, and 
the neighborhood is kept almost as 
light as day. 
While Mr. Domnan was waiting on a 
customer he heard a terrific crash at tho 
window and turned his eyes barely in 
time to see a tray of valuable diamond 
rings disappear. 
He ran out in an in­ 
stant. but the thief had disappeared 
up the stairway at the side of his store. 
The break was made with a rock weigh­ 
ing twenty pounds wrapped in paper. 
The trey contained forty-two fine dia­ 
mond rings valued at about $3,000. The 
man was a slender white man about 5 
feet 8 inches high, without whiskers, 
and woro a black suit and light-colored 
hat. 
After he ran up the stairs in front 
he was seen to descend to the street in 
the rear and go out through the aisle 
between the Merchants’ Exchange and 
the Gould building. The sheriff and 
other officials, with a set of trained 
bloodhounds, are now on his trail. 


Statistics from the Department of 
culture. 
W ashington, March ll.—The statis­ 
tical report of the Department of Agri­ 
culture for March relates to tho distribu­ 
tion and consumption of corn and wheat 
It makes the proportion of the corn crop 
In the hands of growers 45.9 per cent or 
970.000.000 bushels, and of the wheat 
crop 31.9 per cent or 156,000,000 bushels. 
The stock of corn on hand is the largest 
ever reported in March, of the largest 
crop, after the mildest winter. The 
average of eight annual returns is 677,- 
000,000 bushels; that of last year 787,- 
000,000 bushels. 
The estimated consumption to March 
I is 1,143,000,000 bushels; a figure ex­ 
ceeded only last year and in 1886. 
The 
proportion of merchantable corn of the 
crop of 1889, is 85.7 per cont; exceeded 
in recent years only by those of 1884 and 
1886. The average value of all corn on 
the 1st of December was 28.3 cents per 
bushel. 
The average on the 1st of 
March was 27.9 cents for merchantable 
and 19.2 for unmerchantable, making an 
aggregate of value $35,000,000 less than 
the December estimate. 
The wheat crop of 1880 was exceeded 
by the crops of 1880, 1882, and 1884. 
The average remainder in the hands of 
growers on the 1st of March for ten 
years past has been 130.000,000 bushels. 
The average crop during this period was 
450.000.000. Only in years having a 
product much below this average has 
the March remainder fallen below 130,- 
000,000 bushels, with tho sole exception 
I 
of 1886, when a crop of 457,000,000 bush-

els followed one of 357,000,000. 
Most of the wheat in farmers' hands- 
is in States that have no surplus over 
consumption, or in those in which the 
larger portion is consumed at home. 
Tho six spring wheat States have only 
45,000,000 bushels, 18,000,000 of which 
will be required for spring seed, and the 
remainder is scarcely moro than four 
months’ consumption of their popula­ 
tion. 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Mis­ 
souri and Kansas, the only winter wheat 
States east of the Rocky Mountains con- 
tributiftg to commercial distribution, 
have only 60,000,000 bushels, half of 
which will bo needed at home and a part 
of the remainder is commercially un­ 
available at present prices. 
It is seen, 
therefore, that the available supply for 
exportation, and for homo distribution 
to July, is small. 
The depleted farm re­ 
serves have been measurably lilied, ex­ 
cept in a few States, but it will require 
the pressure of high prices to squeeze 
any considerable portion of thorn into 
commercial distribution.

Brooklyn, N.Y., March IO.—Rev. T. 
De W itt Talmage preached Sunday 
morning to an overflowing congrega­ 
tion on the subject, “Would You Like 
to Live Your Life Over Again?” 
His 
text was Job Ii, 4: 
“All that a man 
hath will he give for his life.” 
He 
said: 
That is untrue. 
The Lord did not 
say it, but Satan said it to the Lord, 
when the evil one wanted Job still 
more afflicted. 
The record Is: 
“So 
went Satan forth from the presence of 
the Lord and smote Job with sore 
boils.” 
And Satan has been the au­ 
thor of all eruptive disease since then, 
and he hopes by poisoning the blood 
to poison the soul. 
But the result of 
the diabolical experiment which left 
Job victor proved the falsity of the 
Satanic remark— “All that a man hath 
will he give for his life.” Many a 
Captain who has stood on the bridge of 
the steamer till his passengers got off 
and he drowned; many an engineer 
who has kept his hand on the throttle 
valve or his foot on the brake until the 
most of the train was saved while he 
went down to death through the open 
draw-bridge; many a fireman 
who 
plunged into a blazing house to get a 
sleeping child out, sacrificing his life 
in the attempt, and thousands of mar­ 
tyrs who submitted to fiery stake and 
knife of massacre and headman’n ax 
and guilotine rather than surrender 
principle, proving that in many a case 
my text was not true when it says, • ‘AU 
that a man hath will he give for his 
life.” 
But Satan’s falsehood was built on a 
truth. 
Life is very precious, and if 
we would not give up all there are 
many things that we would surrender 
rather than surrender it. 
We see how 
precious life is from the fact that we 
do everything to prolong it. 
Hence 
all sanitary regulations, all study of 
hygiene, all fear of draughts, all wa­ 
terproofs, all doctors, all medicines, 
all struggle in crisis of accident 
Life 
indeed is very precious. 
Yea, there 
are those who deem life so precious 
they would like to repeat It 
They 
would like to try it again. 
They 
would like to go back from 70 to 60, 
from 60 to 50, from 5Q to 40, from 40 
to SO, from SO to 20. 
I purpose for 
very practical and useful purposes, as 
will appear before I get through, to 
discuss the question we have all asked 
of others, and others have again and 
again asked us—would you like to live 
your life over again? 
The fact is that no intelligent and 
right fearing man is satisfied with his 
past life. 
We have all made so many 
mistakes, stumbled into so many blun­ 
ders, said so many things that ought 
not have been said and done so many 
things that ought not to have been 
done, that we can suggest at least 95 
per cent of improvement. 
Now would 
it not be grand if the good Lord would 
say to you, “You can go back and try 
it over again. 
I will by a word turn 
your hair to brown or black or golden, 
and smooth all the wrinkles out of 
your temple and cheeks, and take the 
bend out of your shoulders, and extir­ 
pate the stiffness from the joint and 
the rheumatic twinge from tho foot, 
and you shall be 21 years of age and 
just what you were when you reached 
that point beforp.” 
If the proposition 
were made I think many thousands 
would accept it. 
But some of you 
would have to go back further than to 
21 years of age to make a fair start, 
for there are many who manage to get 
all wrong before that period. 
Yea, in 
order to get a fair start some would 
have to go back to the father and 
mother anil get them corrected; yea,to 
the grandfather and grandmother and 
have their life corrected, for some of 
you are suffering from a hereditary in­ 
fluence which started a hundred years 
ago. 
Well, if your grandfather lived 
his life over again and your father 
lived his life over again, what a clut­ 
tered up place this world would be, a 
place filled with miserable attempts at 
repairs. 
I begin to think that it is 
better for each generation to have only 
one chance and then for them to pass 
off and give another generation a 
chance. 


Beside that, if you took life over 
again, you would have to take its deep 
sadnesses over again. Would you want 
to try again the griefs and the heart 
breaks and the bereavements through 
which you have gone? Wrhat a mercy 
that we shall never be called to suffer 
them again! We may have others bad 
enough, but those old ono9 never again. 
Would you want to go through the 
process of losing your father again or 
your mother again or your companion 
in Ufo again or your child again? 


Beside that, would you want to risk 
the temptaUons of life over again? 
From tho fact that you are here I con­ 
clude that though in many respects 
your life may have been unfortunate 
and unconsecrated you have got on so 
far tolerably well, if nothing more than 
tolerable. 
As for myself, though my 
life has been far from being as conse­ 
crated as I would like to have had it, 
I would not want to try it over again, 
lest next time I would do worse. Why. 
just look at the temptations we have ail 
passed through ana just look at the 
multitudes who have gone completely 
under. 
Just call over the roll of your 
school mates and college mates, the 
clerks who were with you in the same 
store or bank, or the operatives in the 
6ame factory with just as good prospects 
as you, who have come to complete 
mishap. 
My friends, our faces are in 
the right direction. 
Better go forward 
thaw backward, even if we had the 
choice. The greatest disaster I can 
think of would be for you to return to 
boyhood in 1890. Uh, if life were a 
smooth Luzerne or Cayuga Lake, I 
would like to get into a yacht and sail 
over it, not once, but twice—yea, a 
thousand times. 
But life is an uncer­ 
tain sea, and some of the ships crash 
on the icebergs of cold indifference, 
and some take fire of evil passion, and 
some lose their bearings and run into 
the skerries, and some are never heard 
of. 
Surely on such a treacherous sea 
as that one voyage is enough. 
No, the wheel of life turns in the 
right direction, and it is well it turns 
so fast. Three hundred and sixty-five 
revolutions in a year and forward, 
rather than 865 revolutions in a year, 
and backward. But hear ye! hear ye! 
while I tell you how you may practi­ 
cally live your life over again and be 
all the better for it. You may put into 
the remaining years of your life all 
you have learned of wisdom in your 
your past life. You may make the 
coming ten years worth the preceding 
forty or fifty years. When a man says 
he would like to live this life ov 
again because be would do so much 


As soon as a ship captain strikes a 
rock in the lake or sea he reports it 
and a buoy is swung ove A hat reef and 
marines henceforth stand off from that 
rock. 
And all our mistakes in the 
past ought to be always warning to 
us to keep in the right channel. There 
is no excuse for us if ‘we split on the 
same rock where we split before. 
Go­ 
ing along the sidewalk at night where 
excavations are being mane, we fre­ 
quently see a lantern on a framework, 
and we turn aside, for that lantern 
says, keep out of this hole. 
And all 
along the pathway of life lanterns are 
set as warnings, and by tho time we 
come to mid-life we ought to know 
where it is safe to walk and where it is 
unsafe. 
Besides that, we have all these years 
been learning how to bo useful, and in 
the next decade we ought to accom­ 
plish more for God and tho church 
and the world than in any previous 
four decades. 
The best way to atone 
for past indolence or past transgres­ 
sions is by future assiduity. 
Yet you 
often find Christian men who were not 
converted until they were 40 or 50, as 
old age comes on, saying. “Well, my 
work is about done, and it is time for 
me to re st” 
They gave 40 years of 
their life to Satan and the world, a 
little fragment of their life to God. 
and now they want to rest. Whether 
that belongs to comedy or tragedy, I 
say not. 
The man who gave one-half 
of his earthly exercise to the world 
and of the remaining two-quarters one 
to Christian work and the other to 
rest, would not, I suppose, get a very 
brilliant reception in heaven. 
My brother, you give nine-tenths of 
your life to sin and Satan and then 
get converted and then rest awhile in 
sanctified laziness and then go up to 
get your heavenly reward and I war­ 
rant it will take the cashier of the 
royal banking house a great while to 
count out to you all your dues. 
He 
will not ask you whether you will 
have it in bills of large denomination 
or small. 
I would like to put one 
sentence of my sermon in italics, and 
and have it underscored, and three 
exclamation points at the end of the 
sentence and that sentence is this: 
As we cannot live our lives over again, 
the nearest we can come to atone for the 
past is by redoubled holiness and in­ 
dustry in the future: 


'T is w orth a wise m an’s p a rt of life, 
’Tis w orth a th o u san d y ea rs of strife, 
If th o u ca n st Ie ssen b u t by one 
T he countless Ills b en eath th e sun. 


his cot and fights apparitions of what 
he might have been and of what he 
will be. 
He started life with as good 
a prospect as any man on tho American 
continent, but there he is a bloated 
carcass waiting for the shovels of 
public charity to put him five feet un­ 
der. 
He has only reaped what he has 
sowed. 
Harvest of wild oats! “There 
is a way that seemeth right to a man, 
but the end thereof is death.” 
Young 
man as you cannot live life over again 
however you may long to do so, be 
sure to have your one life right. 
There is augusta assembly I wot not, 
for we are made up of all sections of 
this land and from many lands, some 
young man who has gone away from 
home and perhaps under some little 
or evil persuasion of another, and his 
parents know not where he is. 
My 
son, go home! 
Do not go to sea! 
Don’t go to-night where you may be 
tempted to go. 
Go home! Your father 
will be glad to see you and your 
mother, I need not tell you how she 
feels. 
How I would like to make your 
parents a present of their wayward 
boy, repentant and in his right mind. 
I would like to write them a letter and 
you carry the letter saying: 
“By the 
blessings of God on my sermon I intro­ 
duce to you one whom you have never 
seen before, for he has become a new 
creature in Christ Jesus.” My boy go 
home and put your head on the bosom 
that nursed you so tenderly in your 
childhood years. 
A young Scotchman 
was in battle taken captive by a band 
of Indians, and he learned their lan­ 
guage and adopted 
their 
habits. 
Years passed on, but the old Indian 
chieftain never forgot that he had in 
his possession a young man who did 
not belong to him. 
Well, 
one day 
this tribe of Indians came in sight of 
the Scotch regiments from whom this 
young man had been captured, and the 
old chieftain said: “I lost my son in 
battle and I know how a father feels 
at the loss of a son. Dofyou think your 
father is yet alive?” 
The young man 
said: “I am the only son of my father, 
and I hope that he is still alive.” 
Then said the Indian chieftain: 
“Be­ 
cause of the loss of my son this world 
is a desert. 
You go free. 
Return to 
your countrymen. 
Revisit your father

My hearers, the mistakes of youth 
can never be corrected. 
Time gone, 
is gone forever. 
An 
opportunity 
passed the thousandth of a second has 
by one leap reached the other *14 a of 
a great eternity. 
In the autumn when 
the birds migrate you look up and see 
the sky black with wings and the flocks 
stretching out into many leagues of 
air, and so to-day I look up and see 
two large wings in full sweep. 
They 
are the wings of the flying year. That 
is followed by a flock of three hundred 
and sixty-five, and they are the flying 
days. 
Each of the flying days is fol­ 
lowed 
by twenty-four, 
and 
they 
are the flying hours, and each of these 
Is followed by sixty, and these are the 
flying minutes. 
Where did this great

from? 
Eternity past.

The question having been raised as t.j 
whether the ballots on the question oj 
‘iioensu’’ or “ao lioenso,” should be 
printed on tbe general ticket, or on a 
separate ballot, aud there beiDg a some- 
wbht difference in opinion here on that 
point, the quostion was submitted to the 
attorney-general, to whioh the following 
reply has been received: 
To the Editor. 
Madison, Wis., March 8,18' j. 
Yours cf the 6tb inst. recti.ed, re 
whioh you inquire whether in voting up­ 
on the question of "license” or “no li­ 
cense,’* under the provisions of Chapter 
621, laws of 1889, the proposition to be 
submitted shall be printed on a separate 
ticket cr on the general ballot. 
Tbe answer to your question is found 
in Bec. 2 of said chapter 621, which pro- 
vilee that the ballots ehslI be deposited 
in a separate box provided for that par 
pose. 
Necessarily, then, the question 
submitted must be printed oa a ballot 
by itself, and not,on the general ballot. 
Sec. 17 of Uh. 248 provides generally 
that all questions to be submitied shall 
be submitted on tbe general ballot; but 
chapter 521 is a later enactment, and 
makes aa exception to tbe rule pre­ 
scribed la chapter 248
